REPORT    TO    THE    LISTENER 


Dear  Listener, 

KPFK  radio  is  now  35  years  old. 
This  station  has  gone  through  more 
changes  in  35  years  than  most  radio 
stations  do  in  their  entire  short  life- 
times. Not  too  many  radio  stations  get 
to  be  35  years  old  without  corhpletely 
disappearing  and  rediscovering  a  new 
format,  call  letters,  personnel,  audi- 
ence, etc.,  etc.,  etc. 

KPFK  is  currently  busy  analyzing 
the  idea  of  its  own  metamorphosis.  In 
the  beginning  of  July,  the  Padfica 
National  Board  met  in  Berkeley, 
(Zalifomia  with  program  and  manage- 
ment from  each  station  to  determine 
the  source  of  audience  decline  at  four 
of  the  five  Padfica  Radio  stations  over  the  past  five  years  (only  KPFK  has 
shown  an  increase).  We  examined  whether  the  dedine  was  the  result  of 
changing  times,  standards,  audiences,  content,  format,  economy,  other 
media,  or  maybe  just  a  need  for  new  call  letters.  For  the  last  35  years, 
KPFK  has  tried  to  serve  the  same  type  of  audience,  an  audience  which 
crosses  all  lines  of  race,  religion  and  ethnidty.  Our  audience  continues  to 
be  a  critical  thinking  group  that  seeks  the  truth  and  will  support  source 
of  factual  news  and  information. 

The  dilemma  of  Padfica  in  general,  and  KPFK  in  particular,  is  that 
our  current  programming  fare  is  not  generating  a  growing  audience.  We 
know  that  some  of  our  35-year  old  programs  (Uncle  Ruthie)  are  still 
fresh  and  drawing  an  audience,  but  we  also  know  that  the  bulk  of  our 
old  standbys  are  just  holding  on  to  a  dwindling  audience. 

How  we  will  continue  to  serve  the  Southern  California  conrununity 
is  a  puzzle  we  are  currently  working  to  solve.  The  recent  Berkeley  retreat 
was  a  major  step  in  a  nationwide  comprehensive  study  of  technique, 
funding,  production  and,  most  of  all,  audience  demographics.  (Dur  goal, 
and  the  course  charted,  is  to  deliver  great  programming  and  attract  an 
audience,  while  still  adhering  to  the  Pacifica  Mission. 

The  Pacifica  National  Board  is  currently  forming  a  Program, 
Standards  and  Practices  Convnittee.  This  committee  will  work  wdthin  a 
plan  similar  to  the  one  that  brought  the  Padfica  Development  depart- 
ments to  their  exemplary  level.  It  will  involve  funding  and  other  ele- 
ments needed  to  attract  our  audience.  KPFK  can  and  will  deliver  innov- 
ative programming  that  is  typical,  and  unique  to,  Padfica  (and  as 
thrilling  as  Claire  Sparks'  Independence  Day  production).  Give  us  your 
opinion,  help  us  do  the  things  you  need  and  want.  We  want  to  serve  you 
for  at  least  another  35  years.
